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Directions f or Applying 

Clean the window or glass to be covered thoroughly. After the Vitrophane has been 
cut to fit, soak in water for at least twenty minutes (place the pieces separately with the 
bright or printed side up in the water.) Just before removing the Vitrophane from the 
water, completely cover the glass with the white of an egg. This is best done by placing 
the white of an egg in a small bowl and applying with a brush. Then place the glossy or 
printed side against the glass. YVrap a piece of soft cloth or chamois leather around a 
little piece of cardboard and, beginning from the center of the material, squeeze out all the 
air and water from between the glass and Vitrophane. Be sure that not a wrinkle remains. 
Don't apply the material when the windows are frosty. The easiest way to remove this 
material from windows is by using our Wizard on Glass Scrapers, which we list under 
30 — 2911 in our big General Catalog. 

Caution: Do not move Vitrophane in the water as the thin adhesive coating may 
be damaged.
